CHINO—The tempo of the guitar 
strumming increased and echoed 
through the empty church. There was 
a pause, and then the clear, strong 
voice of a young man continued. His 
words stung like a whip: 


“Now my Lord, my God has died for 
me, ~ 

He wants to take my hands; 

But I’m so caught up inthis world, 

That | just won't take his hands. His 
hands! His hands!” 


IT WAS DIFFICULT to speak after 
that. There was a- hesitancy to 
approach the singer and interrupt 
him at prayer. He even seemed to be 
transported by the words, as if he were 
hearing them for the first time. 


He is Tony Melendez, a popular 17- 
year-old. His hobbies, aside from 
guitar, include skateboarding, 
rollerskating, volleyball and soccer. 
He’s tried bowling, even gotten a 
couple of strikes. 


Tony does them all well, despite 
having been born without arms. 


THE DIFFICULT passages that rose 
in huge crescendos and then dropped 


from the guitar in an almostinaudible 
flutter were” performed as deftly with 


his feet as any aspiring guitarist might 
hope to accomplish in the more 
conventional way: 


“So powerful were the words of 


’ Tony's prayer—it’'s difficult to label it 


merely a “song” —that when he sangit 
recently for communion meditation at 
St. Margaret Mary parish here, the 

congregation was in tears. And when 
it was finished, they stood as a body 


and applauded. 


Recalling that day, Tony says he got 
so involved in the words that “in my 


heart, | was lifting my hands up to - 


Him.” 
WHAT INSPIRED the words? 


“| always wanted to write about the 
death of Jesus and relate it to, you 
know, us, to ourselves. | related it to 
me. Sometimes | just won't take his 
hand, even though he's always 
offering it. Sometimes | think I'll make 
a fool of myself in front of someone. 
Since the song, | found out that's 
wrong.” 


He spoke the words softly, but with 
conviction. 


TONY WANTS to be a priest and is : 


involved in the Home Seminary 
program that gives him three days 
each month at the Divine Word Camp 
in Riverside. 

“One weekend | was getting ready to 
go, and someone asked me what! was 
doing this weekend. | felt

HE KNOWS OF no other priest witha 
similar handicap, although there are 
some priests who are deaf. He is 
encouraging Tony to pursue the 
vocation. 


Tony, who often spends hours 
before the Blessed Sacrament, said

total message. He worked the music 
out in about two hours. 

Tony said he was thinking in church 
one day, “If | were on the cross, what 
would | do? | don’t think I'd be able to 
die out of love.” 


HE PUT THOSE thoughts into the 
second verse: 

“Did you ever think of seeing 
yourself on the cross? Would you die 


for your enemy? Did you ever think of 


dying out of love?” 


While the words'sound very serious, ~ 
Tony himself is a fun-loving normal 
teenager with lots of friends. Tony 
likes it best when they forget that he 
doesn’t have arms. 

“| LIKE IT when someone will forget 
and they'll hand me _ something, 
expecting me to take it. | just say, 
‘What am | supposed to do with that?’ 
and they laugh.” . 


Most of all, he shrinks from the 
thought of becoming known as 
Armless Tony. 


“I’m me, and that’s the way | like it. 
Sure, | dream about having arms, and 
sometimes when |’m_ praying, | 
imagine | do have arms, and | liftthem 
up in prayer,” says Tony. 


AS A SMALL BOY growing up in 
Chino, it was-difficult to forget that he 
wasn’t the same as other boys. 


“In the - beginning, everybody 
marked me down,” he said. “Il wanted 
to be like everyone else, but there was 
no way. They'd tell me to get out of 
here. But the more they said it, the 
more | worked at getting as good as 
they were, even better maybe.” 


Tony looks at other handicapped 
people, especially those in 
wheelchairs, with this thought, “For 
them, their whole life is hands. For 
me, | have no hands, so God gave me 
the gift of using my feet.”

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Dangerous journey brings 
refugees to San Bernardino

SAN BERNARDINO— 
Until four weeks ago, Phuc 
Nguyen’ and her brother 
_Mai Thanh were little more 
than statistics, merely two 
among the 127 persons 
who crammed onboard a 
48-by-16-foot boat to sail 
from Vietnam in a 
hazardous quest for 
freedom. 


The two are among more 
than 7,000 refugees 
arriving monthly in the 
United States. They are 
“boat people,” victims of 
what has been called the 
second Holocaust of the 
20th century. 


Phuc and Mai were 
greeted, not as victims, but 
as friends when they joined 
Robin McGuire, their 
American sponsor, at her 
Echo Drive home. 


ANXIOUS to please them, 
McGuire prepared both 
coffee and tea as she 
waited for Maxine Diehl, 
diocesan Refugee Reset- 
tlement Center director, to 

_ bring them to her home. 
Later, the three drove off for 
an afternoon of shopping. 


Before they left, they told 
through an interpreter a bit 
of what they had endured 
before arriving to the 
safety of Indonesian shores 
and inSanFrancisco before 
finally coming south to San 
Bernardino. 


Three times during the 
-week-long journey on the 
South China sea, their 
rickety vessel was waylaid 
by sea robbers—the pirates 
who operate freely among 
the various boats carrying.

THE PIRATES - gained 
few riches. Nevertheless, to 
the victims the loot 
represented . treasures— 
irreplaceable family 
mementos that had been 


passed down for genera- 
tions. : 


Mai said that most 
terrifying were the Thai 
fishermen who boarded 
their craft and raped. two 
15-year-old girls at knife 
point. His jawline tightened 
as he related the incident, 
while Phuc sat taciturnly 
across the room, her eyes 
lowered. 


Throughout most of the 
conversation, Phuc glanc- 
ed wide-eyed around the 
artfully decorated McGuire 
living room. She uncon- 
sciously slipped out of her 


‘borrowed rubber sandals 


and let her feet sink into the 
fluffy white carpeting. 


MAI TOLD of his 32- 
month stay in what the 
Communist government 
calls a ‘‘re-education 
camp.” He said in actuality 
it was a concentration 
camp which he and the 
others were forced to build 
by hand. 


The job included not only 
construction with little or no 
equipment, but the actual 
cutting down of trees for 
wood and carrying them to 
the camp site. 


“We worked eight hours 
each day, using only a 
handknife. If someone got! 
hurt, there was ‘no medical 
care. People became sick. 
Although we grew vegeta- 


bles, we were not allowed to 


eat them and we had no 
meat to eat,” he said. 


The “re-education” took 


_place at four-hour stretches 


each night. It consisted of 


listening to Communist 


philosophy, this after eight 
hours of labor with little to 
eat.

lrish-born bishop asks Knights 
to act for poor and oppressed 


SAN DIEGO — Carmelite 
Bishop Donal Lamont, once 
ousted from what is now 
Zimbabwe Rhodesia, 
called on members of the 
Knights of Columbus to 
cultivate a contemplative 
mind to act on behalf of the 
poor and oppressed. 


At the conclusion of a 
memorial mass for de- 
ceased K of C members on 
Aug. 23, the final day of the 
K of C Supreme Council’s 
three-day convention at the 


Town and Country Hotel, 


Bishop Donal Lamont 


Bishop Lamont spoke on 
“The Church and Social 
Justice.” 


THE BISHOP, head of the 
Umtali diocese in. Zim- 
babwe Rhodesia, told the 
Knights, “The age of chiv- 
alry is gone,”’ but what 
about Christian chivalry? 

The sword of concern 
and action needs to be 
raised on behalf of the poor 
and oppressed — those 
who are denied their 
human rights, he declared. 


“We need to see God in 


_ our neighbor, whether he is: 
in-a different social class or 


not,” the Irish-born bishop 
said, recalling Christ's 
words, “As often as you did 
it to the least of my 
brothers, you did it to me.” 


“THE TIMES call for ac- 
tion, not just words or mild 
phrases,”’ he emphasized, 
but this will only come with 
the cultivation of a con- 
templative mind, Bishop 
Lamont added. 

The bishop told the 
Knights that two years ago, 
in the midst of the turmoil 
that led to his ouster from 
Rhodesia by the white- 
minority government of 


former Premier lan Smith, 
he wanted to resign as 
bishop of Umtali. 

But Pope Paul VI 
wouldn't accept his resig- 
nation, even though many 
had asked the pontiff to 
remove him, the bishop re- 
lated. 

THE BISHOP, who had 
spent 31 years as a 


missionary and 20 years as © 


bishop in Rhodesia, was 
arrested, tried and expelled 
from the country on 
charges he aided gurrillas 
opposed to the white 
government. — y 

The charges concerned 
medical aid given by a 
Catholic clinic in his dio- 
cese to members of the 
guerrilla forces. 

On the morning ‘of his 
trial, the bishop related, he 
received a phone call from 
the apostolic delegate tell- 
ing him that ‘‘the Holy 
Father remembers this is 
the day of your trial and he 
is praying for you.” 

“How privileged | felt,” 


he said in recalling the 


scriptural text, ‘‘You will be 
called before magistrates 


‘and kings for name sake.”

The release of Father Bernard Pagano of 
Delaware and the departure of Soviet 
ballerina Ludmila Viasova from the United 
States are somewhat related. . 

Father Pagano, who had been falsely 
accused of commiting six armed robberies, 
recently made a trip to New York for a TV 
appearance. 

When asked by David Hartmann, host of 
ABC's “Good Morning America” program, 
why he thought it took so long to gain his 
release, Father Pagano said the police had 
to save face. The police could not 
acknowledge their mistake after all the 
publicity the case received from the media. 

Only after some similar face-saving 
maneuvering was a Russian Aeroflot jetliner 
allowed to depart for Moscow from New 
York. Aboarc! was the wife of the recently 
defected Bolshoi dancer - Alexander 
Godunov. 

It took more than 60 hours for officials 
from both the U.S. and Russia to agree to 
terms that would allow the American 
government to ascertain whether or not 
Ludmila really wanted to return to the 
Soviet Union without her husband.

difficult assignments which now and then. 


’ limited his capabilities. He didn’t 
complain. 


Father Manning was a lover of children; 
he was as comfortable with them as was 
Jesus. He cared very especially for the 
older folks. He was. one of the few priests 
who took time out to visit a parishioner in 
the County Jail. 


He visited and brought the sacraments 


to his people in the Paradise Valley 


Hospital and in other hospitals. He didn’t . 


just wait until Re got a call to administer 
the sacrament of the sick. He was known 
as the priest who cared for the dead and 
their families. Local morticians knew that 
he could be counted on to take over 
rosaries and other services when other 
priests couldn't for some reason or other. 


Father Manning was not concerned 
about the acquisition and accumulation of 
money, property, stocks, bonds, doling 
out money to his family. He shared what 
he had and what he earned with those in 
need and with needy causes. He wasn’t a 
money-maker or an administrator. He was 
happy to be a busy associate pastor 
spending his time serving people. 


Nor did Father Manning seek 
ecclesiastical honors. He did not want to 
use his priesthood to lord it over people 
and saw these honors as empty in the 
Jesus-value system. When he offered the 
holy sacrifice he could-have offered_it with 
a cup of wood because he had a heart of 
gold. 


The real people who knew Father 
Manning knew all this and the memory of 
his kind of priesthood is a lasting, living 
memorial he left to all of those whose lives 
he touched.

\'ll never forget the first time | met Msgr. 


: James P. O'Shea. It was July 1968 and | 


was fresh in San Diego from the Big Apple 
(New York). With 21 years experience in 
religious journalism, | lost no time hitting 
the Southern Cross for a job. . 

Msgr. O'Shea had become the editor 
and manager of the Southern Cross in 
1937—only two months after the Knights 


-of Columbus’ weekly became the official 


newspaper of the one-year-old San Diego 
diocese. 

HE REMAINED as editor for 33 years— 
with some time abroad because of World 
War I|—until retiring in August 1970 when 


~ he was 70. 


This month marks the ninth anniversary 
of his retirement. Since then he has lived 
at Nazareth House, close to Mission San 
Diego de Alcala, California’s first church. 
But in 1968 he was the man to see. - 


Long before my 11 a.m. appointment | 
was in the Southern Cross office on the 
beautiful University of San Diego campus. 
| was early, but Les Hegele, the paper's 
associate editor, kept me entertained with 
stories about the paper, the diocese and 
the university. 

AT THAT TIME Msgr. O'Shea lived in the 
diocesan office building, where the 
Southern Cross had its office. Noon came, 
but no monsignor. One o'clock; two 
o'clock; three o'clock. 

| almost gave up hope of seeing the 
monsignor that day. Finally his secretary 
said he would see me in his office. 

| walked into the big room. But where 
was the monsignor? All | saw was a cloud of 


_ white smoke in a corner. | walked toward 


it. Then | found him. 
He was sitting behind a huge desk 


‘ cluttered with Southern Cross copies and 


other papers. He was leaning back in a big 
swivel chair-with his feet on the desk. And 
he was smoking a cigarette that was about 
to burn his fingers. 

HE WAS WEARING typical priestly attire. 
His suit was black, his shirt was also black 


_ and topped with the traditional reversed 


white collar. 


But wait—what color were his shoes? 
They were two shades of brown, and his 
socks were green. The combination seem- 
ed out of place, but it didn’t matter once 
you knew the monsignor better.

stand American cigarettes and had his 
imported from Ireland. He showed me the 
box. They came 20 in a flat container, with 
no filter, not king size and very expensive. 
He didn’t offer me one. 

“| NEED a good and fast reporter,” he 
told me. ‘Les and | can’t get around much 
anymore to cover local events. Ifyou think 
you can handle the job, it’s yours. 

“And another thing,” he added, “I don’t 
believe in giving bylines. When you work 
for a Catholic newspaper, it’s enough to 


know you're also working for Christ andhis - 


church. That’s enough for anyone.” 


“Yes sir,” | said, and then asked about 
salary. That was a mistake. It brought mea 
10-minute lecture on the cost of living in 
San Diego versus the cost of living in New 
York. 

“IT’S MUCH cheaper living in San Diego 
than in New York so you won't need as 
much money here as you did there,” he 
concluded. 

“Yes sir,” | replied, and:a week later | 
started working for the Southern Cross. 

Msgr. O’Shea was a night worker anda 
loner. Sometimes his greetings could 
easily, be interpreted as insults. If you 
volunteered some comments he-didn't 
care about, his reply was like a door 
slammed in your face. 

HE LIKED to give the impression he was 
tough but if you got to know him better

January 1971 for the retirement party 
of associate editor Les Hegele, left. 
Msgr. O’Shea has lived at Nazareth 
House, San Diego, since his retirement. 


you'd realize he wasn’t tough, but soft on 
the inside. 


He wouldn't show up in his office until it 
was almost time for us to go home. When 
he arrived in the afternoons, he'd take 
Hegele by the arm and both would go 
down to the diner for coffee, not returning 
until after 5 p.m. 


The monsignor decided which national 
or international stories and photos from 
the wire services would go into the 
Southern Cross and what local events he 
wanted me to cover. 


THE NIGHT before publication he would 
write his.Mission Tower-column for ‘the 
editorial page. He wrote meticulously in 
long hand in pencil on legal-size yellow 
paper. And -his words were sincere and 


- emotional. 


His other major job was to design the 
front page. The Southern Cross was then 


-an eight-page, eight-column standard-size 
_ paper. He would spread out stories and 


pictures he wanted on the page and shift 
them around for space and balance. ~ 

He’d put the dummy page on the desk 
and study its layout from every angle— 
north, east, south and west—bending 
down so that his eyes were level with the 
desk top. 


HE WAS PROUD of his front pages—and 
he had a right to be. 


Under Msgr. O'Shea, the Southern Cross 
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won 11 Catholic Press Association awards 
for front pages, columns and human 
interest features. 

At a reception honoring the monsignor 
on his golden jubilee as a priest in 1974, 
he received a special CPA citation for his 
“long service to the Catholic press” and his 
“outstanding 33 years as an editor.” 


BUT FOR 10 of those years, Msgr. 
O’Shea was stranded in Ireland because of 
war restrictions. He visited his native land 
in 1939 and couldn't return to America 
until 1949. In the meantime he continued 
as a feature and editorial writer for the 
Southern Cross. 


Msgr. O’Shea was editor under three 
publishers—Bishop Charles F. Buddy who 
founded the San Diego diocese in 1936; 
Bishop Francis J. Furey who died recently 
in San Antonio; and Bishop Leo T. Maher, 
the Southern Cross’ present publisher. 


Les Hegele worked closely with Msgr. 
O'Shea as his assistant for 16 years. He 


retired in January 1971 andwhen hedied - 
five months later at age 66, Msgr. O'Shea 


showed how tough he really was. 


HE SPOKE in the Immaculata Church, 
on the USD campus, at, a mass 
concelebrated by Bishop Maher. The 
monsignor painstakingly wrote the eulogy 
in pencil on his usual yellow paper. It 
covered three tightly written sides. 


Citing Hegele as a “true apostle of the 
press,” the monsignor said, “I have lost a 
loyal and truly great friend. He was afriend 
to me when | sorely needed a friend. 


“Burdened at the time he joined the 
Southern Cross in 1954 with extremely 
difficult problems and overwork, | sought 
his assistance. He promptly and 
generously gave it and soon the rough 
ways were made plain.. 


“THUS WAS BORN a friendship which 
grew and waxed strong through the years 
to the end. No quarrel ever marred it; no 
outburst of anger darkened its brightness. 
He brought something fresh and 
wholesome to all whose lives touched his 
own.” 


When the monsignor finished there 


~ were few dry eyes among the congregation. 


Maybe it was true all along—tough on the 
outside but soft on the inside. 

(Biondo was a staff writer for the Southern 
Cross from 1968-71 and associate editor 
from 1971-74, when he retired.)

Do you notice any difference between 
the ideas you have about God and the 
involvement you have with God? You can 
believe that the very hairs of your head are 
counted and still continue to carry out 
your daily round of duties with such fear 
and confusion as to do credit to a pagan. 
Practice your faith. 

Faith is a gift, but the apostles asked 
Jesus to increase their faith. Just because 
faith is a gift, that does not mean that you 
are relieved from any further 
responsibility for its growth and

Of the four gospels, which is the oldest? 


The gospel of St. Mark is the earliest of 
the gospels and was probably written 
shortly after St. Peter died; the year 65 
would be fairly accurate. Mark was a 
native of Jerusalem but he was not an 
apostle. There is general if not almost 
unanimous agreement that St. Peter was 
his source of information. Thus the writer 
Papais toward the end of the second 
century testifies: 


“Mark, who was Peter's interpreter, 
wrote down accurately, though not in 
order, all that he recollected of what Christ 
had said or done. For he was not a hearer 
of the Lord or a follower of his. He followed 
Peter, as | have said. at a later date, and 
Peter adapted his instruction to 
practical needs, without any attempt to 
give the Lord’s words systematically. So 
that Mark was not wrong in writing down 
some things in this way from memory, for 
his one concern was neither to omit nor to 
falsify anything that he had heard.” 


September 2, Twenty-second Sunday in 
Ordinary Time (Deuteronomy 4:1-2, 6-8; 
James 1:17-18, 21-22, 27; Mark 7:1-8, 14- 
15, 21-23). 


“For what great nation is there that has 
gods so close to it as the Lord, our God, is 
to us whenever we call upon him?” That 
cry of faith, from the first reading, is the 
basis of biblical monotheism. 


We believe in the one and only God, not 
because of philosophical reasoning or 
argument, but because of the way He has 
revealed Himself to us. Accepting Him in 
what He has done for us, we accept Him as 
unique. : 


THIS IS ONE of the great themes of the 
book of Deuteronomy. The readers are 
constantly reminded of how this God has 
acted in their favor. “Not with our fathers 
did he make this covenant, but with us, all 
of us who are alive here this day” (5:3). 


The Lord “brought us out of Egypt with 
his strong hand: and outstretched arm, 
with terrifying power, with signs and 
wonders; and bringing us into this country, 


Sunday Readings 


Part of the gift of faith is God's trust in 
you that you are going to see to the 
increase of his gifts (Matthew 25:14-30). 


“FOR MEN,” He told them, “this is 
impossible; for God everything is 
possible” (Matthew 19:26; Genesis 18:14; 
Jeremiah 32:27; Luke 1:27). As we 
face God in quiet meditation each day, itis 
helpful to do some possibility thinking; to 
wonder what would happen if you turned 
that problem over to. God. 


As soon as you try this, doubt manifests 
itself in the form of fear. It helps to face 
those fears if your faith is going to grow 
beyond a mere theoretical knowledge 
about God. Deliberately bringing your 
fears into contact with your theoretical 
knowledge about God to compare the two, 
enables you to decide to believe. 


Be firm with yourself and look at the 
difference. It helps to bring in a story from 
the scriptures which embraces both your 
fears and the appropriate aspects of God’s 
personality which oppose your fears. In 
this way you can begin to push against 
rai le in order to. make room for 

elief. 


You can decide. to practice a new 
attitude, take a public stand, invest more 
prayer, time or energy in how you now 
believe. Eas ; 


A brief explanation of why Mark's is 
considered the oldest gospel also shows 
the manner in which scripture scholars 
work: For one thing, both Matthew and 
Luke usually follow Mark’s order of events. 
Sometimes Luke alters Mark’s order and 
so does Matthew. The point is though, that 
when there is a change in the order, 
-Matthew and Luke never agree against 
Mark. One of them always keeps Mark's 
sequence of events. 


Again: Sometimes all three gospel 
writers agree verbatim. Thus William 
Barclay can rightly echo the feeling that 
“either all three are taking their material 
from some common source, or two of the 
three are based on the third.” 
Furthermore, of Mark’s 105 sections (661 
verses) Matthew reproduces 51 percent 
and Luke 53 percent of his actual words. 


The conclusion is, then, that from “a 
close examination of the three gospels it 
is clear that Matthew and Luke had Mark 


he gave us this land flowing with milk and 
honey” (26:8-9). : : 

It is in the context of the one God's self- 
revelation in history that the 
Deuteronomist sees “the statutes and 
decrees” which Israel is to follow in order 
that she might live. 


IN OTHER WORDS, we do these things 

- because of the kind of God we follow. And 

so our lives, our moral conduct, reflect the 
nature of the one Lord of history. 


In another passage the same 
Deuteronomist says that this word of. 
“torah,” or directions for living, is not 
something hard, nor up in the heavens, 
nor across the sea. Rather, this word “is 
something very near to you, already in 
your mouths and in your hearts; you have 
only to carry it out” (30:11-14). 

What | am trying to show here is that the 
Deuteronomist is quite close to the 
teaching of Jesus, which we will consider 
shortly. He-does not manifest that over- 
emphasis on the letter of the Law which 
characterized. a_ later. generation and 
which both Jesus and Paul condemned.

Why don't parishes offer benediction of

After the promulgation of the 
Constitution on the Sacred Liturgy a 
rethinking of many devotional elements in 
the church took place, a reevaluation that 
admittedly was negative in tone despite 
the good intentions involved.

The virtual 
abandonment of the time-honored 


' practice of benediction did occur, despite 


the fact that it is a fine devotion and should 


Our lives reflect the nature of God 


-IN THIS LATER development Law 
became an absolute, something hard and 
rigid “out there.” It was the minute

The radical nature of the statement 
consists in the denial of anything. in

The ordinary minister of benediction is 
an ordained priest or deacon. The 
following may, in their absence, expose 
the Blessed Sacrament but they may not 
give the blessing: an acolyte (ordained) or 
special minister of communion; a 
member of a religious community ora lay 
association of men or women which is 
devoted to eucharistic adoration, provided 
that the bishop has appointed them. 


Finally, for exposition and/or 
benediction there should be at least four 
to six candles lighted if the monstrance 
(large container) is used; if the tabernacle 
door alone is opened or if the ciborium is 
placed on the altar, two candles suffice.

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Georgetown cyclist finishes ride 
from Washington to Los Angeles 


LOS ANGELES (NC)—Lean, tan and - 


begrimed, Chris Meyering, 20, pedalled 
into Los Angeles on-one of the summer's 
smoggiest days after bicycling 3,132 
miles in 61 days across country from 
Georgetown University in Washington. 


The glow of triumph was smothered by 
the layer of smog that enveloped the 
Georgetown senior as he wheeled into the 
Los Angeles basin from the high desert. 


“I COULDN'T see the city, but | just 
followed the road,” Meyering said as he 
unloaded his 26-pound Miyata bike. 


Meyering undertook the trip with two 
companions to raise funds for a new field 
house at Georgetown. 
university had sent letters to 13,000 
alumni asking them to pledge a per-mile 
amount to sponsor the three cyclists. 


The road took its toll. Jerry Polcari and 
Luke Pickett, who started out with 
Meyering, had to drop out. He was alone 
for the last—and toughest—part: crossing 
the California desert. 


MEYERING SAID he had no idea how 
much money was raised by his trip. 


Figures of a different sort were more 
prominent in his mind: freezing 
temperatures in the passes of the Rockies; 
125 degree heat at Bullhead, Ariz., onthe 
banks of the Colorado; and a 67-mile run 
without water in 115 degree heat in the 
desert. 


Oh yes, and there was the matter of 
climbing 10,800 foot Wolf Creek Pass in 
Colorado. 


EACH ASPECT of the trip, said 
Meyering, had its own~ memorable 
characteristics. Appalachia was rugged. 
Up and down, up and down, no great 
mountains to climb, just up and down,

The author develops this 
thesis by showing that a

SO MUCH SO, in fact, that about two 
years ago, Furlong, a teacher of social 
science at Delone Catholic High 
School in McSherrystown, adopted a 
second daughter, a biracial child 
named Judy, who is now 12. 


Raising a family alone is rough at 
times, admits Furlong, who prefers to 
be known as a parent rather than as a 
mother, but it’s also something she 
wou!d not change. 


Furlong traces her interest in 
adoption to her own family and her 
profession. She was raised with a 
strong sense of service to the 
community. 


“IT MAY sound corny,” she said, 
“but when | die, | want to leave people 
on whom I’ve had an influence. | feela 
responsibility as a human to make 


this world a better place for my having 
been there.” 


Her other motivation comes from 
teaching. 


“You see a lot of kids (in school) and 
you want to have some influence on 
their lives. But you only touch part of 
them—you only touch them 
academically. Once in a while you 
become good friends with someone, 
but that will only last for three or four 
years. | wanted more than that.” 


ALTHOUGH Furlong said her 
teaching has put her ahead of some 
parents on being able to 
communicate with teens, “Vm 
learning on the job,” she noted. “But | 
enjoy it.-It’s not easy but being a 
teacher in high school has made it 
easier.” 


Furlong said she has received some 
nice benefits from her children. 
“They've helped me to grow as a 
person. | hope | am more loving and 
open as.a result.” 


Rachael and Judy have a simple 
approach to their relationship with 
Furlong. “We just think of her as 
Morn,” Rachael said smiling.
